These ultra-violdt: rays form a blanket of ozoge 
around the earth, far overhead: 
much of the heat which the earth radiates or gives off, . (The radiation is 
what makes the nights cool even after a hot day.) The earth's heat stats 
returning back into space and the ozone blanket tends to keep it near;ur, 
the same as a thermos bottle. | 

So, says Dr. Brooks, there probably is at present. a reduced loss ot 
the earth’s¢ieat through apace, despite a reduction of the amount of hegt 
The ozone, formed overhead by nature to 
\eounteract the sun’s chill, work# like asbestos around a ateam pipe. 

“The net result," Dr, Brooks concludes, referring to the coming sum- 
mer, “should be a higher temperature, considering the world as a whole, 
than at the time a year or'two ago when the heat recelved was greater." |

It was drafted, in 
1900 by Sir.James .Aikins at. the 
time when Sir Hugk John Macdon- 
ald was premicr of the provinc®, and 
is: often referred to as the ‘Macdon- 
ald ‘Act.’* Around this plece of leg 
islation-has raged the controversy of 
the past seven years. 

Passed by the legislature of 1900, 
the act was expected to come Into 
foroe a year later. In the mean- 
time, however, it-was referred to the 
Manitoba court of appeal which ren- 
dered a’ decision declaring the legis- 
lation ultra vires. This judgment 
was followed by an appeal to the 
privy council where tke legislation 
was proclaimed quite withinthe com- 
petence of the province.
